NEW YORK. Nov. 15.—Horace Fletoh-
er, advocate of slow mastloation of food,
has just been deseribing his system and
its effects to the Academy of Medicine.
So firm a believer is he in his system
that he says it ls possible for a man
more than 50 years old to increase his
muscular efficiency without systematie
physical exereise. b

He said that his contention had beea
proved by his own case and by experi-
ments in the Yale gymnasium. On his
G0th birthday Mr. Fletcher said that he
rode 100 miles on a bicyole and next
morning he added 50 more.

The lecturer told of personal tests
made at Yale last June. His previous
examination at Yale had been in 1003,
In the interval between the two exami-
nations he took no systematio physical
exercise, but ate in accordance with his
appotite and with reliance wupon his
system, In the 18 months preceding last
June he was in the Philippines, Chins,
Burmah, India and the Vale of Cashmere,
He lived on the food of the various coun-
tries and in many instances he under
went hardships but he suffored no iis-
comfort nor disability,

Dr. Willlam G. Anderson, who conduet-
ed the tests at Yale, desoribed their se-
verity, It was found that without fa-
